W hen we married,” writes reader Alice Medbury, “George 
and I were lucky enough to find just the kind of apartment 
we'd always had in mind.

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The budding artist comes to bloom 


A child’s instinct to draw and paint seems to be al- 
most as driving as his impulse to eat: we no more 
know his motivation than we -understand (as a cynical 
parent once remarked) what makes him occasionally 
behave like a human being. The provocation, however, 
is beside the point. All that matters is that it is self- 
expression of the most satisfactory kind, and if at times 
the subject is baffling to adults, it never is to the child: 
he paints what he sees. (A well-known expert in child 
guidance, at the beginning of her career, had this point 
driven home with polite precision when she asked a little 
girl of six what she was painting and was told “a lady.” 
The child expert ventured the opinion that it didn’t 
look much like a lady to her, and was 

promptly told that if she would close her 

eyes, it would.) The enviable thing 

about children’s painting is the 

intense pleasure it affords the 

artist. It’s strictly a one-man 

show, and the fond parent can 

only watch, admire and keep his 

hands off. That is why, in the search 

for what might be called a dual-pur- 


pose art, silk-screening has come pleas- 


antly close to solving the problem. Ordinarily, one would 
not consider this ancient art a creative form to be asso- 
ciated with the development of a child’s artistic talent. 
Until recently, because of its highly developed, traditional 
technique, it was considered far too complicated for any- 
one but ‘a skilled craftsman. Today, however, because of 
an all-around simplification perfected by the American 
Crayon Company, it has become—almost literally, and 
in more ways than one—child’s play. Child-parent play is 
perhaps a better term: although the process requires defi- 
nite parental supervision, the fun is mutual, It is a partner- 
ship: the child is the artist, pure and simple, and mother 
(or father) is the artisan, The usual silk-screen stencil 

is cut with a sharp knife, but in the simplified 

process, the design is drawn directly on the 

silk with a special crayon that, when the 

screen 1s printed, permits color to penetrate 

only the areas it does not cover. The 

youngsters do the drawing, the parents 

the printing, and the results of this dove- 

tailed effort can be seen on page 110, It is

remodeled kitchen

W hen young Jane and Shad Northshield first moved out of 
New York City and bought a 25-year-old house in nearby 
Croton on Hudson, their enthusiasm for a large home in the 
country obscured its one major inconvenience—an outmoded 
kitchen located an unrealistic thirty feet from the living- 
dining area. Jane is a “gourmet” cook, and an efficient, mod- 
ern kitchen is understandably important to her. When they 
adopted two boys—one American, the other a displaced 
German orphan—the old kitchen’s impracticality became 
doubly apparent, for now there were two young mouths with 
two hearty appetites to feed. With Christmas coming on— 
the first for Joe and John in their new home—it seemed an 
ideal time to remodel. Given this impetus, and after he and 
Jane consulted with a professional kitchen-planner on the 
design of the proposed kitchen, Shad set to work with more 
will than experience. As a neophyte in the realm of levels 
and handsaws, he did brilliantly: the new kitchen has a pro- 


fessional air which the skilled craftsman might well envy. 


The remodeled kitchen (opposite) is a model of built-in efficiency and 
Jane Northshield’s pride and joy. It is also a tribute to Shad’s perse- 
verance in an unfamiliar field: he knocked down part of one wall to 
create a dining area; he covered the ceiling with cane fiber acoustical 
tile ( Acousti-Celotex) to provide sound-conditioning. Although Jane 
was formerly a laboratory technician, she rightly felt that her kitchen 
didn't have to assume a clinical look; to give her the warmth she 
wanted, Shad paneled the entire area in mellow Philippine mahogany. 
Light-conditioning has been effectively accomplished through installa- 
tion of fluorescent channels under wall cabinets and over-all illumina- 
tion provided by ceiling fixture (Moe Light). Viny| tile flooring is Amtico 











In the old kitchen (above Jane, who is 
something of a culinary expert, had coped 
reluctantly with clutter, confusion and 
meager work and storage areas. Preparing 
for her first Christmas in an adequately 
equipped kitchen became a constant de 
light. In keeping with standards of good 
kitchen planning. space has been sensibly 
apportioned: with the sink as a base of 
operations, a counter was placed between 
it and refrigerator to facilitate the storing 
and unloading of food; to left, next to cor 
ner cabinet and under a chopping-block 
work surface, dishwasher is convenient to 
both sink and china storage cabinets. Jane 
likes to use her cooking paraphernalia as 


decorative elements: strings of chestnuts 


and red onions and brightly enameled 
cooking utensils (Indussa’s Trianon ware}

The remodeling venture has given Shad the keen satisfaction of de 
veloping handiwork skills he never knew he possessed. The removal of 
a section of wall on one side of kitchen permitted him to convert the 
adjacent pantry and closet into a small but adequate auxiliary dining 
room which serves also as a play area—in sight. but apart from kitch- 
en trafic-——for the two boys. Handsome new wall and base cabinets

I his book, The House and the Art of Its Design, Robert 
Woods Kennedy calls the house, per se, the most difficult of 
all design problems simply because it must perform, inside 
its walls and out, many of the functions of a restaurant, 
laundry, hotel, playground, nursery, schoolroom, tailor shop, 
office, garage, theater, studio, laboratory and a host of other 
things determined by the eccentricities of its owners. This is 
a tall order, and only occasionally does a design come along 


that fulfills these obligations—or most of them—satisfac 








torily and without costing a small fortune. This house, de 
signed by Bruce McCarty and built in Knoxville, Tennessee, 
by Martin Bartling, is, in our estimation, and for a house of 


moderate > and cost, eminently successful in concept and de-

its utter simplicity and great refinement of structure. Be 
cause the architect had the ability to consider aesthetic 
demands simultaneously with the down-to-earth practical 
ities of building, it succeeds as a home because it succeeds 
as a house. The two definitions of a structure to live in are 
not always compatible. When they are not, the planning 
has somehow gone astray and the owner never fully real- 
izes the delight of living in a perfect, or almost perfect, 
home. When they are, they are proof that architecture, as 
an art, is not only distinguished but comprehensive. To 
Mr. McCarty, and probably to most of us, the word “roof” 
means shelter, and to stress that synonymity, he has de- 
signed for this house a strong, simple, gently peaked roof 
with its trusses supported by a masonry core that extends 
the full length of the building. By running a ribbon of 
glass around the house perimeter at eave height, the roof 
appears suspended, rather than supported, and its sense of 
shelter—since it is so unoppressive—has a floating, cano- 
pylike quality, rather than the tight little feeling of a lid 
clamped on a box forever. Beneath the roof, there are 
three sharp areal delineations: the house-dividing masonry 
core which holds the baths, the kitchen and the utility 
room, and on one side of it the living room, on the other 
the bedrooms and the family-dining room. The walls, in a 
sense, are incidental. Since they need not support, they 
are placed in accordance with the activities they enclose, 
and on the exterior, they are continued (in the form of 


fencing) for the same purpose—to shelter living areas,

this time in the open air. There is further protection, both 
actual and visual, in the overhangs, which are unusually 
deep (the instinct which drove men to caves has meta- 
morphosed, but it still persists), and at night, the sense of 
shelter is intensified by a series of down-lights outside the 
windows to provide a warm curtain of light that envelops 
the house like a sheath. In addition, all the reassuring as- 
pects of living-conditioning appear in the tempering of 


light, space, heating and cooling, safety, sound and color. 





An adaptation of the “curtain of light’ device (well known in the theater 
rarely seen in a home used with great effectiveness to illuminate the house 
and terraces at night and, simultaneously, to mask the interior from passers-by 
Th when it is properly focused sht can do, and a series of fixtures in the 
underside of the overhang provide the source. Of the two terraces, the one 
above—off the family room—is perhaps the more functional, with a precast 
concrete table for gaining ona gomes ao permonent fixture (Service from the 
kitchen very simple.) This, too, is the children's terrace, since it is easily 
kept under surveillance from the kitchen and family room. The living-room 
terrace (opposite) is somewhat more formal, with one section extended around 
the house to supply a spot for sun-bathing from the master bedroom. Both 
terraces are paved in concrete, both are furnished with black iron furniture 
upholstered in coral, aquamarine and a sharp yellow-green. The plan (below) 
shows the house so bisected by the utility-housing masonry core as to segre

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Of the three bedrooms, only one, the master bedroom (opposite, top) has 
the masonry core as its fourth wall. Blue, as a consequence the dominant 
color—the solid turquoise in the bed's bolster and dust ruffle, turquoise, brown 
and beige in the cover. The rug is honey-beige and the furniture is finished in 
a tobacco-brown. This room has its own bath (above, left) tiled in the icy pink 
of a birthday cake and opening off a dressing room with two walls of closets 
The second bath (above, right) is canary-yellow with a lavatory counter topped 
n chocolate-brown. The remaining two bedrooms, since they need not conform 
to the color demands of the masonry wall, assert their right to call the tune 
by being as bright as tropical birds in lemon and mustard-yellow, in orange 
and tangerine. All the bedrooms are paneled in mahogany; all have ceiling 
diffusers for cool air and wall controls and speakers for the house radio: all 
have the ribbon of glass at ceiling height. The ribbon, incidentally, is a 
cogent example of thoughtful design: the ‘floating’ roof, since it needs no 
post supports, makes it possible for the glass to be invisibly mitered when it 
turns corners—a small but pleasant factor that contributes to the general 
feeling of airiness. A typical closet (below) holds, or could hold, a com- 
plete wardrobe. The same arrangement of brackets and shelves [in this case 
shelves are of heavy wire) is used as for the book wall in the living room 
Each shelf is adjustable to accommodate boxes awkward in size, and there is

Americans, who have a propensity for labeling everything, 
have grown to give the tag, California Designed, an ad- 
miring respect. The Golden State’s reputation as a source 
of good contemporary design is perhaps more noteworthy in 
the home field than in any other and a recent exhibition of 


objects for the home sponsored by the Long Beach Munici- 


pal Art Center in collaboration with the M. H. de Young 


Memorial Museum in San Francisco appeared to many ob- 


servers to epitomize the fruition of the design movement. 


Organized by Samuel Heavenrich, director of the Long 


Beach Center, the exhibition included 315 entries, the 
work of 128 designers. More than 100 objects, many of 
them shown on these pages, will be part of a show circu- 


lated nationally by the American Federation of Arts, New 





York, to give other Americans an opportunity to study at 
firsthand what their Far Western compatriots are accom- 
plishing. (For dates and cities, see page 116.) For the most 
part, the California designers represented in the exhibition 
are youthful, accounting for the immediate impression that 
this is design conceived and created by young people for 
their contemporaries, to meet the demands of present-day 
living patterns and budgets.

Wood Research Laboratory of the Virginia Polytechnic Institute was 
appointed, under the direction of Dr. E. George Stern. The improved nail 
was the focal point of interest in the construction of the house. While 
most of us could perhaps recognize and know the uses of half a dozen 
nails, there were actually thirty-three different nails used in the house, 
the aim being to find which served best for various specialized con- 
struction needs. For example, a floor-nailing machine was used which 
assured faster operation and proper angling of threaded nails through 
hardwood flooring.

For example, the grouping of plumb- 
ing. heating. cooling and electrical distribution elements together was 
1 major consideration in space-conditioning. Complete climate-condition 
ing, engineered lighting and wiring system (planned according to 
practices recommended by the Adequate Wiring Bureau and National 
Assoc lation of Home Builde rs} and in acoustical ceiling in home's work 
center are other comfort features. Attention to safety included such pre 
cautionary measures as a home fire detector. These faciors created oppor 
tunities for exercises in the proper use of many materials and types of

If we stop to think of it, a house is essentially many packages within a pack

The first in a series of dissertations on food that will, when it is complete, 
constitute a cookbook of modest size but (we trust) definite distinction. 
It is not meant to be a comprehensive study of cooking, but rather a fresh 
approach to the day-in-day-out problem of tickling the jaded palate. For that 
reason, its philosophy is based on the theory that one often leafs through a 
cookbook in search of an idea, rather than a particular recipe, and to avoid 
the confusion of not being able to see the forest for the trees, it is divided 
into idea specifics, rather than the customary soup, fish and fowl pattern. 


It is also printed in such a manner that each of the series can be clipped 


from the magazine and punched to fit the rings of a loose-leaf binder. Recipes 


will vary from the exotic-as-makes-sense to the kind of truly simple food that 
great cooks usually prepare for themselves. It is, in essence, a labor-of-love- 
of-cooking—a compilation that, to be really worth its salt, may possibly be as 


amusing to the reader as we hope it will be provocative to the cook.

King Henry IV once placated the disgruntled peasantry of France 
with the promise of a chicken in every pot, and although he failed 
to keep his promise, he kept his throne.

It is 
to the admiration for gastronomy that helped keep the crown on 
old Henry’s head that the following group (perhaps it should be 
called a gaggle) of recipes is dedicated. It is also a gesture to 
the holidays and their most savory symbol—the bird, These are 


ways and means to turn the lowly fowl into a bird of paradise. 














he word poultry derives by various stages from the French word poulet and 
it means all the domestic birds, whether we love them for their eggs or 
their meat. They divide themselves into two main branches, the “sitting” 
and the “nonsitting” varieties and they all seem to have periods during 
which they “brood.” All this applies to people as well as to poultry with 
the addition of a third variety, the “running type” which has no time to 
brood. Another bit of news about the domestic birds is that they are in- 
creasing in greater proportion than people. According to the census, we 
are falling behind the chickens in an alarming way! Modern poultry comes 
in many styles, because of new and improved production and marketing 
methods. Chicken, for example, is available fresh, frozen and canned; 
whole or by the piece; dressed or ready to cook. Duckling is fresh, frozen, 
* dressed or ready to cook. A type of film packaging is a new trend in poultry. 
The bird is placed in a film bag which is then vacuumized and shrunk, 
the packaging clinging to it like a second skin. The bird may be roasted 
right in the bag according to package directions. Regardless of how you 
buy the bird, here’s what you'll need per serving: chicken, broiler, 4~— 
bird; fryer, %4-1 pound; roasting and stewing, 42-1 pound; turkey, '% 
pound; duckling, 1 pound, ready-to-cook weight. Frozen, ready-to-cook 
poultry should be kept frozen until time to prepare for roasting. Allow time 
to thaw it completely. Thaw frozen birds in refrigerator (about 38°F.) 2-4 
| days, depending on size, or by placing (in original wrap) under cold, run- 
ning water for 2-6 hours. Do not refreeze thawed poultry. Freezing stuffed 


poultry, either before or after cooking is not recommended for home freezing. 
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TURKEY TALK Almost all happy events are heralded or accompanied by the singing of birds . . . and 
most feasts are celebrated by eating them. Birds have always symbolized the holidays 
and none seems as worthy of Thanksgiving Day as our great American turkey. 


ROASTING A TURKEY The first thing to do to roast a turkey is to buy one. This is not so easy as it would 
appear as it requires financing and also a certain knowledge in making the selection. 
Turkeys are being so scientifically raised that almost all of them are good. The only 
rules to apply are those you would use in making any ordinary purchase. Buy one 
that will amply feed everyone who is going to give thanks with you but do not buy 
one which is larger than your roasting pan or your oven. Poultry counters are 
deceptive places and ovens are smaller than you think. Next be sure it isn’t dark or 


scrawny. See that it has a broad and beautiful breast and a general conformation that 





appeals to you. At this point, it is wise to suggest that you market early, so that you 
can have just such a bird and not so that you have to take the last one left, which 
usually weighs 24 pounds and requires a furnace. Young, tender turkeys, averaging 
3-8 pounds ready-to-cook weight, are a wonderful family-sized meal. These delicately 
flavored small birds give new variety in turkey. Roasting and stuffing information is 
found in a chart on page 12. To speed up the roasting of large turkeys, aluminum foil 
can be used. Foil protects the bird from drying out in a high oven temperature. 
Poultry cooked this way should not be stuffed; stuffing should be cooked separately. 
If you use 12-inch foil, take two long strips, lay flat on a table and splice with a 
double fold. Open and press the fold flat and tight to prevent leaks. The 18-inch foil 
will wrap turkeys up to 12 pounds eviscerated weight; two widths may be spliced 
for larger turkeys. Lay turkey on its back in the middle of the foil and bend foil 
from underneath, up and over top, making sure in final fold to allow for drippings: 
large turkeys often have as much as three pints of drippings. Place turkey in a 


shallow, flat pan; place in oven at 450° F. and roast 15 to 20 minutes per pound. 


TURKEY STUFFINGS Roast turkey usually means the added treat of a favorite stuffing or dressing. A 
good stuffing has a pleasing texture, moist or crumbly. It is well-seasoned with 
no one flavor predominating. Lightness is important. The stuffing should be spooned 


into the cavity, not packed! Stuff just before roasting; never refrigerate stuffed bird.

STEWED CHICKENS 







Sleepyheads and city dwellers may not want to admit this but somewhere a rooster 
is crowing to awaken the world while you, poor creature, have to set your alarm 
clock each evening to be startled into wakefulness next day. Buy only chickens 
with flexible breastbones, white skins, soft flesh and bright eyes—provided you can 
see them. The skin under wings and legs should break easily and not be yellow or 
toughened. In fact, select your chicken as you would anything else: get a good-looking 
and Attractive one. Never pour away the water in which a chicken has simmered 
That is the soup with which you can do so much. Onions, hard-cooked eggs and mush- 
rooms should always go into a chicken pie. Pecans, Brazil nuts and chestnuts go into 
stuffings. Blanched, shredded almonds into chicken salad or creamed chicken. Coconut, 
pine nuts, walnuts and pistachio nuts into chicken curries. If you are blessed with 


live chickens, always let the freshly killed birds rest a few hours before cooking them.

The liquid may be meat juices 
from the skillet or roasting pan, 
giblet broth, milk or water 
* Pour the drippings (the fat 
and meat juice) into a bowl, 
leaving all the brown residue 
in the pan. 
* Let the fat rise to the top 
Skim off all the fat and set 
aside. The meat juice under 
the fat should be used as part 
of the liquid. 
Measure 3 tablespoons of fat 
back into the cooking pan. Set 
over very low heat. 
* Add 3 tablespoons of flour 
Blend fat and flour and cook 
until frothy, stirring constant- 
ly. If desired, brown the fat 
and flour slightly to give more 
color and flavor. 
Add 2 cups of liquid, cool or 
lukewarm, not hot, all at once 
Cook, stirring constantly, un- 
til uniformly thickened. While 
stirring, scrape bottom and 
sides of pan to blend the brown 
residue into the gravy. 














Simmer about 5 minutes. Sea 
son to taste. 

For giblet gravy, add the 
chopped, cooked giblets.

Roast stuffed poultry in shallow pan, without 
water, at 325°F. (slow oven). For duckling and goose, increasing the heat to 
425°F. (hot oven) near the end of roasting adds color and crispness to the skin 


HOW TO TIME THE COOKING 


The roasting guide for chilled poultry gives approximate total time according 
to ready-to-cook weight. Differences among individual birds may necessitate 
some adjustment of the time given. Signs of doneness are the easy movement 
of the leg joints and softness of the flesh on drumstick and thigh. A ther- 
mometer inserted so that the bulb is in the center of the inner thigh muscle 
should register 190°F. when the bird is done. The center of the stuffing 
should register not less than 165°F. Plan to finish cooking 20 to 30 min 
utes before serving time so that the meat can be carved more easily

oe Christmas gift-giving is 
sometimes quite a problem, with 
individual tastes to be reckoned 
with, | am devoting this month’s 
column to a number of sugges 
tions. A sheaf of popular or 
chestral works has been recorded 
by Columbia on a single disc. In 
cluded in the list are some of the 
outstanding favorites of our time 
and it is amazing to think that so 
many of them are contained on a 
single record. They are Ravel's 
Boléro, the same composer's 
Pavane (which was the basis of a 
popular song a few years back) 
and his exciting tour de force, La 
Valse. The most recent work on 
the disc is Escales, or Ports of 
Call, a series of exotic descrip 
tions of Mediterranean seaports 
by the contemporary composer 
Jacques Ibert. Then the record 
contains Chabrier’s colorful Es 
pana Rhapsody, and concludes 
with another popular favorite, 
Debussy’s Clair de Lune. The 
dise is called Ports of Call, and 
it has been sumptuously recorded 
by the Philadelphia Orchestra, 
under Eugene Ormandy. 

The opera lover should be 
pleased by a gift of another Co- 
lumbia record, this one a collec- 
tion of Great Love Duets—seven 
in all—from Puccini's ever-popu- 
lar operas, La Bohéme and Manon 
Lescaut, and Massenet’s Manon 
One complete side is devoted to 
La Bohéme, and the excerpts 
include some of the most me- 
lodious parts of the opera, such 
as Your Tiny Hand Is Frozen, 
My Name Is Mimi, Mimi's Fare- 
well and Musetta’s Waltz. The 
Metropolitan Opera Association 
Orchestra does the honors, under 
the direction of Fausto Cleva, 
and the singers are two well- 
known stars of the Met, the so- 
prano Dorothy Kirsten and the 
tenor Richard Tucker.

Before we leave the field of 
opera, we might mention another 
dise that contains a liberal sam- 
pling of the music of one of the 
greatest opera composers who 
ever lived, Richard Wagner. From 
his Nibelungen Ring, which is 
actually a sequence of four operas 
(more properly called, in the 
case of Wagner, music dramas), 
Urania Records has gathered on 
one disc four Orchestral High- 
lights. They are the Entrance of 
the Gods into Valhalla, from Das 
Rheingold; the exciting Ride of 
the Valkyries, and the Magic Fire 
Music, both from Die Walkiire, 
and finally, the very tender Sieg- 
fried Idyll. Although the last- 
named work contains some of the 
themes from Wagner's music 
drama Siegfried, it is not actually 
a part of the Nibelungen Ring. 

Conservative tastes should also 
welcome as a gift Mercury's re- 
cording of Rimsky-Korsakov's fa- 
mous orchestral work Schehera- 
zade. The performance by the 
Minneapolis Symphony Orchestra 
under Antal Dorati is a thrilling 
one, and the recording, as such, 
must be heard to be believed 
This would make an especially 
suitable gift for any hi-fi addict. 

For quieter tastes, Westminster 
has released a record containing 
some of the most appealing music 
written by a great figure in 
twentieth-century music, the Eng- 
lish composer, Ralph Vaughan 
Williams. The most important 
work on the disc is the Fantasia 
on a Theme by Tallis, composed 
in 1910, for strings alone. To me, 
this is one of the most enduringly 
satisfying compositions of our 
time, with its richly scored evo- 
cations of early English music. 
The dise also contains a lighter 
work by Vaughan Williams—his 


Folk Song Suite—and it is round- | 
ed out by the Norfolk Rhapsody.
